THE OUTPOSTS ARE IN TOUCH. 



Th« Three Anniei of the Belligerents 

Probably Will Aeerrcsriate Over 
a Quarter Million Men. 



The Advance at All Pelnta Along the 
Feng Wang Cheng-Llao Road la 
Attended By Constant 
tklrmlehlng. 

St. PetewtbuTK, Jane 28.— Lietit. Oen. 

Rakharoff's dispatch, received Monday 
night, confirms the belief that the 
great decisive battle of the campaign 
between Gen. Kuropatltin's main army 
and the armies of Oens. Kurokl and 
Okfl is imminent Tlie three armiea 
probably aggregate 300.000 men and 
their outposts are to-day in touch all 
along the line. The .lapaneso evident- 
ly tried to draw Kuropatkin as far 
Boutb aa possible, holding out as one 
Incentive a check to the advance of 
Oku's main army. Meantime Oku 
swung sharply to the eastward to Join 
Knrolii toward the Chapan Pass. Ku- 
roki at the same time moving a strong 
force by the right flank towards Nai- 
Cbeng. 

The main Japanese advance contin- 
ues along the main Feng Wang Cheng- 

Liao Yang road, avoiding the Mao Tien 
Pass by a detour to the northward. 
The advance In all points is l)eing at- 
tended by constant skirmishing. 

Nothing is known here of the exact 
point at which Kuropatkin'a main 
force Is concentrated, though it is be- 
lieved that a large part of the IJao 
TanR forcf. has l)epn moved to a point 
between Kin Chau and Ta Tche Kiao. 

Accordinp to a press dispatch from 
Ta Tche Kiao Monday, a large force 
has pnshed soi^hward from Ta Tche 
Kiao against Oku. While Kuropatkin 
Is thus extending himself the Japanese 
with great mol)ility seem to be trying 
to concentrate for the purpose of at- 
tacking the Russians in flank and rear. 

Viceroy Alexieft's message Monday 
night with the 'brief dispatch from Rr. 
Adm. WiUu^ (naval commander at 
Port Arthur), throws little additional 
light on the sea fight off I'ort Arthur 
The admiralty and the emperor are 
awaiting further details with the same 
eagerness as the general public. The 
latter Monday for the flrst time re- 
ceived information through the medi- 
om of foreign telegrams that a fight 
had occurre<l * 

The loss of three vessels of the Port 
Arthur fleet is admitted to l)e a severe 
blow, especially- if not purchased by 
greater loss to the Japanese than re- 
ported by Vice Adm, Togo. 

The meagernesB of the reports is 
greatly mystifying the autlioritles. who 
continue to believe that there ha'^ 
been a later flght whic|i has not yet 
been reported.

The 
arrests were made on warrants sworn 
in the United States district eo\irt by 
he post oflflce authorities, cliarging 
that lottery tickets were being sent 
out of the state by the Manhattan Ex 
change "bank" in vidatloo of the in- 
teratate commerce laws.

Mathley'a Second Victim Died Tues 
day IMprning. 

Owensboro, Ky., June 2S— Robert 
Mathley now has two charges of mur- 
der staring him in the face. James 
Ciregson, whom he wounded after kill- 
ing his aweetheart, Bmma Watkins, 
bunday night, died at the city hos- 
pital at 12:45 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. Mathley was arraigned before 
Judge Stirman Monday morning and 
his examining trial waa aet for Satur- 
day morning. 

Mr. Gatnoway Watkins, the father of 
the murdered girl, arrived in the (ify 
from his home in Grayson county 
Monday night He took the remains 
Of his daughter back with him Tues- 
day morning. The father was grief- 
stricken over the fate of his daughter 

Mathley was seen at the Jail Monday 
night and reiterated that he did not 
remember killing the young girl. In- 
sanity will be the plea when he is ar. 
raigned for trial. There is consider- 
able feeling against the accu.sed. It is 
believed that it Gregson had died 
earlier in the evening it would have 
been necessary to have removed Math- 
lev from the local Jail to the Header, 
son county Jail. 

JUDGE HARGIS HURT. 

He Was Thrown From a Horse and 
Probably Fatally Injured. 



T.exIngton, Ky., June 28.— County 
Judge James Ilargis, of nreathitt 
county, while riding to see his mother, 
two miles from Jackson, Monday morn- 
ing, was thrown from his horse and re- 
ceived injuries which may prove fatal. 
He sustained a broken shoulder, and 
the physicians believe that he receiv- 
ed internal injuries. ITc was consid- 
erably bruised about the h'Md. He 
was carried to the home of his moth- 
er, where he is now confined to his 
bed. He was alone at the time of the 
accident, and lay on the ground for 
some time before being found. The 
horse he had been riding arrived at 
the Hargis home without a rider, and 
his brother, Elbert Hargis, made a 
search for him.

Jackson, Ky., June 28. — Jim Salyer 
was given his examining trial for the 
murder of Mack White Monday and 
dismissed. White- waa aaaasinated 

last week and bloodhounds traced the 
scent to Salyer's house. 

Suspicion had already been directed 
against him because White bad at one 
time been charged with the murder of 
his father. 

The examining trial, held before 
Justice Edwards, was to have been held 
before Judge Hargis, but Hargis was 
thrown from his horse Monday morn- 
ing and has a broken shoulder blade 
and was badly injured. He may die. 
Salyer had been arrested by a sheriff's 
posse late Sunday night.

MILES' CANDIDACY DISCUSSED. 



Xetealf Said New England Would De- 
mand a Man Who Would Vake a 
Statement of His Pusitiun. 



Jamee A. Tate, Cenaldered One of the 

Leading Candidates For the Presi- 
dency, Made a Statement At- 
tacking the Milea ■com. 

Indianapolis, Ind., June 28. — Nation- 
al Chairman Stewart, H. B. Metcalf, 
of Rhode Island, the prohibitionists' 
vice presidential nominee four years 
ago; Charles R. Jones, state chairman 
of Pennsylvania; C. B. Newlin, state 
chairman, and E. W. Clark, secretary 
of Indiana, and other leaders of the 
prohibition party held a preliminary 
meeting Monday afternoon. Mr. Met- 
calf said that when a party of ten pro- 
hibitionists, of which he was one, call- 
ed on Oen. Milea in April the general 
was evasive and wished the conven- 
tion postponed until after the dem- 
ocratic c(;nveiition. This, it is stated, 
has Ix en his policy since that time. 
Metcalf said that in his opinion the 
New England states would demand a 
man who would make a positive state- 
ment of his position, and unless Gen. 
Miles should malve oi.l^ tliey would 
vot.> against him. 

National Chairman Stewart said: 

"Gen. Miles is a very able man; ho 
has been a consistent friend of the 
anti-liquor movement and in a broad 
sense a prohibitionist. Iiut even tliose 
who are pressing forward his nam-? 
for the nomination liy our party this 
year do not say how he stands on the 
methods of the prohibition party. 
There are probably 2,000,000 voters in 
the United States who believe in pro- 
hibition, but the most votes we have 
ever polled on a national ticket is a 
little less than 30(i,(hki. We not onlv 
want a man who believes in prohibi- 
tion but we want a man who believes 
in the policy and tbe methods of the 
political party. Neither Mr. Mllei nor 
his friends have said that he is a pro- 
hilfitlonist in that sense and there art 
many prohibitionists wlio Ix lieve it 
wise to nominate a man who has been 
a prohibitionist in the party aeoae of 
the word in the past" 

Though it is said that Oen. Miles 
has signified that he will accept the 
nomination If it lie givi n hini. when 
the letttrs are pruduc cd tiny sliow 
that this is only an inference, and that 
tbe general, up to thia time, haa not 
committed himself. 

D. L. Colvin, president of the Na- 
tional Prohibition a.s.=.oriation. expres';- 
ed his opijosititrn to Gen. Miles as fol- 
lows : 

"He has never made a commitment 
that be favored our party's methods 
of dealing with the liquor traffic." 

James A. Tate, who Is considererl 

one of the leading candidates for t.ho 
presidential nomination, made the fo!- 
lowing statement, attacking the Miles 
boom: 

"Gen. Miles is not a prohibitionist 
as I understand the term. He has 
never voted the prohibition ticket oi 
expresBt<l sympathy with the party. 
It would be absolutely ridiculous to 
put such a man at the head of the par- 
ty ticket." 

S. P. Osman. of OU City, Pa., who 
arrived in advance of the Pennsylva- 
nia delegation, declared that a major- 
ity of the delegatt's from his state 
would stipport Gen. Mihs. 

Chairman Stewart ai.d c; ',( r leaders 
conceded that Gen. Miles would have a 
strong following in the convention. 

"But all of them will be open to con- 
viction," said Mr. Stewart

Th"* 
work had practically been completed 
when orders were given to allow a 
small quantity of water to enter the 
conduit Through miaapprehension, 
accident or earelessnaaa the full force 
of water was tursad OB.

The<!e 
three were the only persons above the 
first floor. About a do/.'n persons 
were employed by the fireworks com- 
pany.
